tion of personal privilege, vehemently 
upheld hie mmatorul prerogatives on 
the matter of federal appointments.

CHANGED THE TITLE. 


"Bureau of Foreign Commerce" In- 


stead of "Statistics." 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—Secretary Sher- 


man has changed the title of the bureau 
of statistics of the state department to 
that of "Bureau of Foreign Commerce" 
and has correspondingly changed the 
title of Frederic Emory, the chief. Tho 
change was authorized by the last ap- 
propriation bill, and the reason for it as 
given by Mr. Emory IB that it will pre- 
vent confusion which now exists owing 
to the fact that there are no less than 
three 
bureaus 
known aa statistical 


bureaus. The work of the bureau has 
been very much enlarged under the di- 
rection of Mr. Emory, and from being a 
mere report tory of figures it hae come to 
be a bureau of great value to the bust 


interests of the country in their 


efforts to extend trade relations.

$77,204,000 from tho liabilities reported 
in the lirst half of the panic year, 18!M. 
Tbia total is also smaller than in the 
first half of 189-1, With which exception 
it ia tho largest recorded for tho six 
montha' period in eiRhteen years. 


While there has been only a moderate 


decline in tho number of failures since 
last year, liabilities have been unexpect- 
edly increased by the embarrassment of 
several lar{io manufacturing and other 
concerns in New England within the 
past quarter. 
It is worthy of noto that 


the New England states and territories 
alone, among groups of states and terri- 
tories, report increases in number of 
failures compared with laet year. 


There have been 1074 failures re- 


ported from the dominion of Canada lo 
Brad street's during tho paataix months, 
110 leas than in the first half of last 
year, with aggregate liabilities amount- 
ing to $7,681,000, a decrease of about 7 
per cent. There are 32 fewer failures in 
the province of Ontario and 85 fewer in 
Quebec, but liabilities of failing traders 
in the former show a sliaht increase, 
while those in the latter indicate a mod- 
orate decrease compared with tho corre- 
sponding period last year.

caused by tbe cave ia 30 feet high and 
fully 35 feet long. AB large a force of 
men as could conveniently work at re- I 
moving the debris were eecuied imme- 
diately. 
One crow of twelve men 


worked yesterday morning till 0 o'clock, 
and n new crew were busily engaged all 
day.Last night when a REPUIIMCAN re- 
porter called at tho power house the 
ruins were not entirely removed. W. 
R. Mahouey, who wna in charge, wae di- 
recting the work of cleaning the dirt 
and traah away from the electric pump. 


William O'Dommll, thu

etated that only n few minulos before 
the wall came 'craobing down ho had 
been working around tho pump and 
motor. Ho would have been instantly 
killed had he remained there. 


Tbe damage resulting from the ncci- 


d-nt cannot be accurately given until 
the debria ia cleared away and an inspec- 
tion made of the standing walls and 
other parta of tho building tbat may bo 
insecure. It in probable that about 
$1000 will cover the damages.
